Library science and documentation in Brazil 


The Third Brazilian Congress on Library Science and 
Documentation was held in Curitiba, Brazil, from Janu- 
ary 8 to 15, 1961. 

The following themes were discussed: 1. Technical pro- 
cesses, 2. Teaching of library science and documentation, 
3. Library science and documentation as a profession, 4. 
Bibliography and documentation: special libraries and 
documentation centres, 5. Public relations and exchange 
of publications, 6. Several kinds of libraries (public, uni- 
versity, children, etc.), 7. Library associations. 

Dr. Abner Lellis Corréa Vicentini, Director of libraries, 
Centro Técnico de Aeronautica at Sio José dos Campos 
was the General rapporteur. 

The FID was represented by Mrs. Sambaquy, President 
of the Brazilian National member of FID.

International Computation Centre 


The Fifth Meeting of the Preparatory Committee of 
the International Computation Centre took place in Ro- 
me on June 14 to 15, 1960. Three more ratifications are 
needed for the Centre to be established on a permanent 
basis. 

Unesco envisaged to grant $ 20.000 for the establish- 
ment of working groups to study the utilization of 
puters for geophysical and automatic translation 
blems. It was agreed that the compilation of a list of 
specialists in automatic translation in different count*jes 
and the collection of data on results achieved and cur- 
rent research would be a valuable start. 

The systematic production of abstracts or, alternati- 
vely the preparation of monographs reviewing progress 
made in specific fields, was still in a preliminary stage. 

The preparation of the second provisional edition of 
the iWultilingual Terminology of Information Processing 
was now well advanced and would be published in the 
spring of 1961. The work is based on a draft British 
Standard prepared by the British Standards Institution. 


Machine language 


The possibility of establishing a universal machine 
language to facilitate coding and to achieve interchange- 
ability of codes and to avoid duplication of work, was 
discussed at the International Seminar on Codes for 
Reactor Computations, held in Vienna from April 25 to 
29, 1960. The ALGOL system was most prominent among 
the possible systems considered in this connection. 

The proceedings of the Seminar will be published by 
the International Atomic Energy Agency in Vienna. 


DOCUMENTATION CENTRES 


Documentation centre in Pakistan 


The Pakistan National Scientific and Technical Docu- 
mentation Centre (PANSDOC), created by the Pakistan 
Council of Scientific and Industrial Research, started its 
services in 1957. 

The most important service PANSDOC has offered is 
that of document procurement. This had led the Centre 
to one of its first tasks: to prepare a union catalogue on 
cards of the holdings of periodicals in Pakistan libraries; 
the catalogue is kept up-to-date. About 25 % of the re- 
quests for periodical literature may be met by Karachi 
libraries, while the remaining 75 % has to be procured 
from sources outside Karachi. During the years 1957- 
1959, 1041 requests were met by holdings of local libra- 
ries and 3141 by foreign supply. 
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Other services of PANSDOC are the document repro- 
duction service (Unesco provided the Centre with 40 mi- 
crofilm readers now available to the clients), the trans- 
lation service (translations into English of scientific pa- 
pers in some 14 different languages), the bibliography 
service (requests for about 200 bibliographies were re- 
ceived by the end of 1959), a service for establishing 
contact between scientific workers, a service for the 
exchange of literature, and an inquiries service. 

In addition to the existing services PANSDOC is plan- 
ning to issue a Bulletin giving a current bibliography of 
scientific publications in Pakistan.

The Associacao Brasileira de Normas Técnicas (ABNT) 
was founded in 1940. A committee for documentation 
was established in 1955 and more recently a subcommit- 
tee for transliteration was set up. 

The Instituto Brasileiro de Bibliografia e Documen- 
tacao (IBBD) recently published for public comment a 
booklet giving a collection of Brazilian standards (NB) 
and terminology (TB) and drafts for these (P), former- 
ly circulated by ABNT in restricted numbers. 

The publication contains the following texts:

Chemical Titles is designed to close the gap between 
primary publications and the appearance of abstracts 
thanks to advance proofs of contents tables of the coope- 
rating 600 journals (110 of them Russian). All titles will 
be in English. Many titles will appear at the same time 
as the journals they are listed in. 

Annual subscription (24 issues) is $65. 


Jeurnal of Chemical Documentation 


Starting in 1961 the Journal (to be published by the 
American Chemical Society) will appear twice a year, 
each issue containing information by specialists in every 
phase of documentation. Planned articles include the 
following subjects: abbreviations in Russian chemical 
literature. French organic nomenclature, technical trans- 
lating, new kinds of indexes, abstracting and patents. It 
will also cover classification, organization and dissemi- 
nation of information and retrieval systems. The price 
is $10 a year.
